Heports of schism in the enemy ranks | 
are widely circulated, and conceivably may 
be true. It is quite understandable that the 
generals and their military staffs should be 
impatient with the political arm of the Ger 
man government, This is not peculiar to 
Germany. tn the Russo-Fimmish war there 
was a great deal of strife between Russian 
commanders and the political commissars 
attached to the staff headquarters.

then reinstated. Even among the Allies there 
have been sharp differences between military 
leaders and political rulers.

You may think this is of no moment, and 
| has no application in practical affairs. Acta 
ally it has all but undermined and ruined 
American civilization and nearly left the 
United States prostrate at the feet of its 
enemies. For America, instead of thinking 
for itself, has accepted a series of slogans 
and catchwords which have betrayed it. By 
the curious processes of propaganda which 
mold our mass thought, America was perf- 
suaded first by the slogan that it was im- 
pregnable and superior to the ills of the 
world. The other great slogan, swallowed 
whole as a goldfish gulps down breadcrumbs, 
was that America had the greatest navy in 
the world and nothing could touch it. Stil 
another slogan, universally believed and 
used as the foundation of government 
policy, was that America could build its 
defences with one hand tied behind its back, 
and without any sacrifice of living 
standards, 

Combined, these slogans almost wrecked 
America. All were wrong. . All were 
eédulotisly thrust upon the American people 
day after day, dirined into their ears, fed to 
them with their meals, shouted to them on 
the air before they went to bed. And a 
hundred other lesser slogans equally foolish, 
until this continent has learned to think not 
its own thoughts but the thoughts of some 
other fellow who had enough money to dis- 
tribute them abroad 

We have become a race of slogan addicts, 
fed on canned ideas and wearing fashions 
inside our heads as carefull? as. we wear 
fashions in clothes on our bodies. And while 
we have smashed many of our old slogans 
in the war, we are falling into. new ones 
equally dangerous. The chief of them is the 
idea that we have only to win the war and 
then go on enjoying prosperity_in the good 
old way.

WAGE CONTROL 


Instructions to Canadian Employers and Employees 
concerning the Wartime Wages and Cost of Living 


‘Ts Order of the Dominion Government—which under 

the War Measures Act stabilizes wage rates and requires 
employers to pay a cost of living bonus — provided for the 
establishment of National and Regional. War Labour Boards to 
administer the Government’s policy. 


‘National Employers 


Communications from employers and employees in the following 
employments should be addressed to the Secretary, National 
War Labour Board, Ottawa: 


(1) the operation of lines of steam or other ships, railways, canals 
or telegraphs, including all services ancillary thereto, con- 
necting any province with any other or others of the provinces 
or extending beyond the limits of the province; 


(2) the operation of any system of air, bus or truck transporta- 
tion connecting any province with any other or others of the 
provinces or extending beyond the limits of the province; 


(3) the operation of any electrical power or transmission works 
connecting any provirice with any other or others of the 


provinces or extending beyond the limits of any province, or 
serving two or more provinces; 


(4) mining; * 


(5) the operation of any shipyard; 
(6) -all undertakings located in the Yukon or Northwest. Terri- 


tories. 


Regional Employers 


Employers and employees in employments other than those 
above designated should address their communications-to the 
Regional War Labour Board. in care of their respective provincial 


governments. 


HE Order provides that no increase or decrease in a 
basic scale of wage rates may be made by any employer. 
Violations of this Order are subject to penalties. 


Extracts from the Order and the Board’s Interpre- 
tative Rulings are given in the National War Labour 
Board’s Bulletin No. 1, which may be obtained on 
application to any Regional War Labour Board.
